on the other hand, can hardly desire a quarrel if 
it can be avoided without humiliation. Such 
) being the case, it is more profitable to dwell on 
the possible means whereby a peaceful solution of 
the difficulty. may be effected than to repeat once 
more the considerations we have,so often urged 
which render such a solution desirable. The 
important matter is ‘that the negotiations
